-T have just completed two long 
journeys made as a passenger 
with two different owners at. the 
wheel; and the contrast in my 
experience inspires many reflec- 
tions. Both Fitzjones and 
Machugh are experienced drivers 
enough. They are both of pre- 
war vintage, have covered many 

, thousands of'-miles at home and 
abroad, and will never have an 
accident unless they meet a fool 
in some emergency which simply 
admits of no solution at all. The 
difference betwen them, put in 
a nutshell, is that if each of 
them in turn drove me from 
London to Edinburgh by night. 
I could sleep solidly with Fitz- 
jones at the wheel, whereas if 
Machugh were my pilot T should 
be waked up at quite brief inter- 
vals. ' Fitzjones takes a car over 
any journey in one long smooth 
slide. Machugh’s driving is a 
series of jerka, but his methods 
do not gain him any appreciable 
minutes on ‘a long trip, He 
takes far more out of his car, 
and especially out of his tyres 
and brakes, than Fitzjones; and 
incidentally he punishes his pas- 
sengers, who are jolted and 
swung about and almost thrown 
with their noses against the 
windscreen when he stops. 

To descend to details, the 
super-driver does not use , his | al 
brakes at all, except in minor or 
major emergencies. If he in- 
tends to stop outside a house or 
a shop he shuts his throttle at'a 
nicely judged distance away, ‘80 
that the car is practically station- 
ary when it reaches the door, 
and all he has to do ia to apply 
the parking brake imperceptibly, 
having previously run off his 
impetus, The fool, by contrast, 
speeds up to the door, crashes 
on his brakes, grinds a fraction 
of wire and asbestos off the 
brake linings, and scours a micro- 
scopic film of rubber off all four 
tyres in the form of invisible rub- 
ber dust. When Fijtzjones moves 

- away from a stopping place he 
stars on the second gear of his 
six-cylinder car, and is confront- 
ed by three separate accelera- 

.tions and three separate gear- 
changes before he gets the car on 
to its cruising speed with fourth 
gear engaged. If he had a deaf 
man on board his passenger 
would not normally be conscious 
of these complicated motions by 
which the speed is hoisted from 
0 to 40. The deaf man’s graph 
of this, complex acceleration 
would be a straight line. But 
Machugh must frequent Brook- 
lands overmuch, I fancy. His 
car leaps away from rest with 
a roar; there ig a check as he 
changes up to third gear; an- 
other roar — another check — 
another roar. At each roar our 
bodies surge helplessly forward 
as the car gathers itself like a 

‘ springing tiger; at each check 
our spines collide with the back 
cushion. Moreover, each stamp 

‘on the acgelerator abrades his 
outraged tyres afresh, and the 
alternating loads are flung on the 
engine and transmission shafts 
fiercely and without mercy.- I

EARLY MOTORING DAYS. 


What is known in the’ motor- 
ing world as Emancipation Day, 
1896, was honoured even mare 
appropriately than usual by the 
appearance in a recent run of 
veteran cars of a car which com- 
pleted the original London- 
Brighton Emancipation Day run 
on November 14, 1896. This 
was Captain E. de W. S. Colver’s 
Benz, which, having been rusting 
in a shed for many years, has 
now been restored to its original 
condition. 

Another landmark in the his- 
tory of motor cars for which the 
year 1896 is notable is not so 
well known ag 
Day. The first motor show tock 
place in’ that year at the Im- 
perial Institute. “The cars,” 
says a contemporary account, 


“were driven about the. grounds , 


at ten miles an hour with ease. 
It is averred that there is no 
horse-drawn vehicle which can 
be controlled with the nicety and 
precision of these, cars, or within 
an equally limited space. They 
careered among the spectators 
and climbed a rather steep in- 
cline with perfect ease, and were 
steered, changed speed from fast 
to slow, and were brought to a 
standstill in a manner which 
secured the confidence of the 
spectators.’ 

Society people and members of 
Parliament who came to the 
show were taken round’ the 
grounds (one at a time) in a car 
‘ablaze with electric lights. The 
future King Edward VII had his 
first motor-car ride at this show.

That is the advice of Mrs. Molly 
Marshall Hole, managing owner of 


the ketch Sarah Colebrook. She 
gave it to me’ when I went aboard 
her. 800-ton vessel in the river at 
Limehouse (writes an “Evening 
Standard” representative.) 

This woman owner was continu- 
ally at work about the deck, but she 
was chiefly alive to the task of the 
repairers who are putting right the 
ketch’s main sheer; the little tramp 
was stove in amidships by a steam- 
er while she lay off a buoy in the 
river two weeks ago, waiting to 
deliver her cargo of grain. 

“I think thero is an opening for 
women at sea,” said Mrs, Marshall 
Hole, idly swinging a dry paint 
brush she had just taken from the 
paint locker. 


The Healthy Life. 


“With the training in busineas 
they, get nowadays women ought to 
go in for owning and managing the 
business side of ships. Some of the 
big navigation schools sre now 
willing to take us as pupils; and 
the only problem then is how to put 
in the sea time needed to get a 
master’s certificate .after the pre- 
liminary examinations are passed. 

“I suggest that women, if they 
can’t get ships’ captains to take 
them probationally, should go in for 
ownership. Life at sea is as 
healthy for women as for men pro- 
vided a woman, can stand it.” 

On a bright metal plate in the 
wheel house the Sarah's heroic 
history is told in a very fe-v words:

No’ extension was made to the 
planted area during the year, which 
therefore remains at 1,970 acres; of 
which 1,600 acres are- mature and 
470 acres are immature. Only the 
best yielding trees are being tap- 
ped at the present time, the aver- 
age area in tapping throughout the 
year being 1,131 acres. 

The manager reports that tho 
young areas are in good condition 
and that the growth of the trees 
da satisfactory, An excellent green 
cover crop has been established 
here which effectively prevents tho 
loss of top soil by erosion. 

The supply of labour has been 
ample at all times and the health 
of the force has, as usual on this 
Estate, been excellent. 

The cost of the weeding again 
shows a reduction whi¢h is mainly 
due to the fact that in the mature 
area it is now the practice to make 
each tappér responsible for keep- 
ing hia task free from rubber seed- 
lings and noxious weeds. 

Apart from a certain amount of 
Pink disease amongst the younger 
trees neither pests nor diseases
